The Hartnell college art department has been headed by Mr. Leon Amyx since 1936. 
Before coming here, Mr. Amyx taught at the Central grammar school in Salinas for five 


years. 


Upon receiving his bachelor of arts degree from San Jose State college, Mr. Amyx went 


to Claremont graduate school and 
achieved his master’s degree. He 
did graduate work in the California 
College of Arts and Crafts and in 
Mills college. 

Besides being a counselor for two 
years under the new counseling 
system, Mr. Amyx teaches art, art 
history, drawing and composition, 
painting and ceramics. He also was 
club sponsor for Hartnell’s first 
Art club in 1937. The club is ac- 
tive today and Mr. Amyx is its Co- 
sponsor. It is one of. the oldest 
clubs on the campus, along with 
the Men's club and the Woman’s 
Athletic Association, 

Bragdon Advises Artists 

Co-advisor of the Art club is Mr. 
Joseph Bragdon, one-time president 
of the club under Mr. Amyx. After 
being grauated from Hartnell, Mr. 
Bragdon was graduated from San 
Jose State college. He received his 
master’s degree from Stanford uni- 
versity and did graduate work at 
the College of the Pacific and San 
Jose State. He came to Hartnell 
this fall. 

Mr. Bragdon’s duties-in the art 
department «include teaching com- 
mercial art, color and design, crafts, 
photography, and art appreciation. 

Mr. Amyx is helping with the 
Education club. The duties of Mr. 
Bragdon and Mr. Amyx as co-spon- 
sors of the Art club consist of assist- 
ing the officers in planning their 
programs and acting as patrons for 
dances, trips and additional ac- 
tivities. They also help the officers 
artange field trips and _ special 
activities. 

One of the club's largest events is 
the ‘arts and crafts sale which has 
been continuous since 1942. and is 
held just before Christmas vacation.

We who were 
born in California and have never lived elsewhere cannot possibly 
know, of course, the background of violent racial prejudice that exists 
against the South’s Negro population. 

We have no concept of the reasons for such actions as have occurred 
in’ Little Rock and other centers of prejudice. Most of us have never 
Seen members of another race escorted by armed guard into our high 


schools. 


We have not had drilled into us from childhood the most 


violent elements of prejudice. Few of us accept the ideas preached by 


southern segregationists. 


’ There are not many who admire Governor Faubus for upholding his 


convictions. 


Why? Because most of us think that the governor’s ac- 


tions smack of the moronic attitude of a small-time Hitler. 

We thank God that we were born in an area where people of all 
colors, races, religions and creeds are allowed to mingle freely in schools 
and in all other aspects of daily living. We at Hartnell college are the 
elite, the ones who were born free of the shackles of prejudice.

Bill Anker, Jr., a Hartnell stu- 
dent and son of Mr. and Mrs. Wil- 
liam Anker, has seen and met King 
Saud of Saudi Aribia. 


Born in Los Angeles on May 2, 
1934, Bill attended three years of 
elementary school in Los Angeles 
before moving to San_ Francisco 
during the war. He studied at San 
Benito high school, but six months 
before his graduation, he received 
“greetings” from Uncle Sam. “Not 
wanting to wallow in the mud, I 
joined the U.S. Air-Force in De- 
cember 1955,” stated Bill. 

In February 1956, he landed in 
Saudi Arabia with four other air- 
force men aboard a B-36 airplane. 
King Saud was then a guest of 
honor for the opening of the new 
base there. They were brought to 
the palace and were intrduced to 
the sons of the king. 

One of the summer official resi- 
dences of the sovereign, the palace 
is composed of approximately 180 
rooms, all of which are painted in 
white. Carpets and draperies are 
placed around, and quite a few 
plants are growing. “Western foods 
and one arabic meal were served 
to-us, but one thing that we 
noticed was this: there were no 
girls around except slaves and ser- 
vants in the palace,” stated Bill, 
smiling. 

Bill and his company stayed in 
Saudi Arabia for eleven. days.
